Cancel claims 24-26. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed toward a membrane electrode assembly for a fuel cell conq)rising a cathode catalyst 
layer, an anode catalyst layer and a solid polymer electrolyte. The anode catalyst layer has a 
surface area in contact with the electrolyte which is less than a surface area of said cathode 
catalyst in contact with the electrolyte. Edges of the cathode catalyst layer are closer than edges 
of the anode catalyst layer to edges of the soUd polymer electrolyte. The membrane electrode 
assembly further comprises first and second diffusion layers wherein the surface area of the 
cathode catalyst layer and the surface area of the anode catalyst layer in contact with the polymer 
electrolyte are sized entirely by gaskets interposed between the electrolyte and the respective 
diffusion layer. 
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The prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a membrane electrode assembly con^rising first and second diffusion 
layers wherein a surface area of the cathode catalyst layer and a surface area of the anode 
catalyst layer in contact with a polymer electrolyte are sized entirely by gaskets interposed 
between the electrolyte and the respective diffusion layer wherein the anode catalyst layer has a 
surface area in contact with the electrolyte which is less than a surface area of said cathode 
catalyst in contact with the electrolyte.
